Dilts Tells of Wrecked Home. 

Dilts last night told the story of his dis- 
covery of his wife's relations with the La 
Mollie man. He sald he had gone to Texas 
on business, leaving her in Chicago. Her 
letters were infrequent and Dilts noticed that 
each showed increasing traces of chilliness. 
His wife expressed no concern over his ab- 
sence nor did she urge him to hasten his re- 
turn home as she had begn wont to do. 

Duts first was uneasy. Then he grew sus- 
plelous and returned to his home without ad- 
vising his wife of his approach. 

As he walked into his house he said his 
wife met him in the hallway, but in a manner 
not satisfactory to @ husband long away 
from home. She gave him a courteous re- 
ception that tinged more of friendliness than 
matrimonial refations. 

Dilts started rummaging through the house 
to see what he might find. He says he found 
a plenty. As he expressed it, he discovered 
“bundles of burning love letters” from 
Bash, the widowed ex-banker. 


Called “Curly Haired Angel.” 

Among other endearing terms, Dilts says 
Rach called Mrs. Diite “honey,” “ eweet- 
heart.” and “my sweet little curly haired 
angel.” 

Most of the letters opened In “stately’’ form, 
usually addressed to My dear Mrs.,“ but as 
they progressed they gained fervor until 
endung in “love gasps” & la Robert W. 
Chambers, says the husband. 

Confronted by the evidence, Mrs. Diits took 
a train for Chicago and at once started suit 
against her husband in the county in which 
she formerly lived and where she frst met 
Mr. Bash. 

This initial meeting, aceording to Mr. Dilts, 
wat by chance and resulted during the five 
stock show. 

With his wife gone and suing him for her 
freedom, Diits lost no time in bringing action 
against Bash as the destroyer of his home. 
Service was obtained on the former banker 
in Aurora while he was in e café drinking 
“pop.” He attempted to evade service, but 
the deputy sheriff caught him. On the train 
it is beHeved he pondered over his troubles 
and decided on suicide.

Health Department Starts 2 
Publicity Campaign Against 
- Adulteration of Product. 


SEES FRAUD ON CONSUMER 


An attack om “Ice-oleo,” sola under the 
name of ice cream but bearing the same re- 
lation to loe cream that eleomargarine dees 


1 to butter, was begun by Health Commis- 


sioner Young yesterday. 

Lacking ordinances with which to compel 
the manufacturers to cease marking their 
Product “tee cream,” the commissioner 
launched a campaign of publicity against 
those suspected of using a substitute for 
cream. He asked THs TRIBUNE to aid him 
by publishing a statement of the depart- 
ment’s discoveries thus far. 

Entirely aside,” he said, from the ques- 
tien whether the substance itself is a prop- 
er food product, it is a fraud on the con- 
sumer to sell as ice cream a substance in 
which the cream properly present has been 
replaced by oleo oll and neutrai lard or other 
substances of that character. 

“If anybedy wants te make ea frozen 
product of skim milk, oleo oll. sard oll, starch, 
gelatin, and Gavoring extract there is no rea- 
son why he shoulé not de it t his materials 
are sound and no reason why he should not 
sell it to anybody that wants it But if the 
health department can help it he wil! not sell 
it in Chicago unless it is labeled in such a 
way as to plainly inform the consumer what 
it fs he ls purchasing.”

A man known as George Hof- 
man talked with Freehauf In his saloon and 
made an appointment for the following day. 

Freehauf left home yesterday morning at 7 
o'clock, supposedly for his saloon, with the 
money. Since that time he has not beeneecen 
or heard of dy his wife or other relatives. 

The fret intimation of anything wrong 

came shortly before II o’cbock in the morn- 
Ing, when Hoffman, who is eald to owe the 
saloonkeeper a considerable eum of money, 
called at the saloon and thquired of the 
bartender if Frechauf had come in. Receiv- 
ing a negative answer, he appeared sur- 
prised, and said he would call up Mre. Free- 
hauf and ask her if her husband bad started 
for downtown. 
Mrs. Freehauf wae startied at the inquiry, 
on account of her knowledge of her hus- 
band’s regular habits, and the fear that 
something had happened to him on account 
of the large sum of money he carried. 

She communicated with a brother-in-law, 
Ben Newman, who enlisted the services of 
the police in a search for his miseing relative. 


Detained, and Then Released. 

Hoffman, known as a customer of the Free- 
bauf saloon, exhibited such an Interest in the 
case and told so many conflicting stories that 
that he was held by the police, but wag re- 
jeaved later in the day. 

Hoffman sald he bad an appointment to 
meet the saloonkeeper yeeterday on a matter 
of business, that he had made the appoint- 
ment late Friday night, when Freehauf ap- 
peared to be in the best of spirits. 
According to Hoffman's story, Freehaut 
did not go direct to his saloon, but instead 
went to the home of a sister of Hoffman at 
1902 Wilson avenue, where Hoffman has been 
staying, evidently to meet him on the busi-

Found Woman 


the events that precipitated the smuggling 
scandal he bad deen intimate with a woman 
named Helen Dwelle Field Jenicina, She wes 
beautiful, but she also was expensive. How- 
ever, Allen was #o enthralled with her beauty 
that money was ne object te him. He estad- 
lished her in 6 % at 6890 Sheridan road 
furnished on a scale worthy of its extertor. 
He bought her Jewels and costly dreases, He 
furnished her with horses and automobifes. 
He gave her money to loan to needy relatives. 

But Gnally one day he decided to take her 
on a tour of Europe They set forth With a 
retinue of servants and u coal operater of 
Memphis named John R. Collins, who, in 
order to lull Allen's suspicions, posed as Mre. 
Jenkins’ brother, but who ceally u sald to 
have been the woman's sweetheart, 

This jaunt cost Allen many thousands of 
dollars. In the principal cities where they 
stopped Allen bought the woman a fortune 
in jewels. It is said they accumeinted §800,- 
000 worth of them. These are the gems 
whioh, it is said, were emugégied into this 
country. 


Allen’s Brother Interferes. 

After they returned Charles Allen, Nae 
than’s brother, discovered what tad been go- 
ing on. He immediately took vigorous de- 
tion. There was a consultation between the 
two, in which Charies told Nathan he would 
have to leave the Woman. If de Gant, he 
said, she would ruin him. r 

Charies told Nathan of Instances in 
the Jenkins woman had extorted large um 
of money from other men. He exposed her 
hi¢éden record, which was far from credit-

the jackets on. There was mud on some 
of them, but nobody kicked on them. We 
could scrape, that off, but the potatoes them- 
selves were rotten. Somie papers said they 
had black spots in the center. The fact is 
that they were all bad. 


Dishes and Windows Broken. 

»The prisoners started in and broke all the 
dishes. They later broke all the windows 
they could and yelled continuously for four 
days and nights. 

“I did not break a dish or a window pane. 
I knew I was legally entitled to get out in 
nine days. There was every reason why 1 
should keep quiet, and I did. | 

“ Nevertheless I was chalked in. I have 
been locked in my cell since Friday of last 
week until this morning. I have had nothing 
to eat except bread and water, no butter 
even, to make the bread godown. If I were 
the only one who suffered unjustly it might 
be overlooked as a mistake of someone, But 
there were scores of others locked up who 
took no part in the disturbance. 

“Of course, after some of these had been 
locked up without reason for a couple of days 
and got nothing to eat except bread and 
water, they began yeiling, woo. They cid not 
have the incentive to keep still that I did. 
Now, what do you think of a warden who 
will lock up 400 or 500 for what forty or fifty 
do? That would prove his weakness to any 
one who knows how to run à prison. 

Distrust of the Guards. 

„ See this statement here in the paper, he 
continued, pointing out an interview with 
one of the members of the prison board. 
„T's said a guard is to be suspected who is 
not attacked by the prisoners in times of 
riot. 

That is the idea of the warden. He goes 
on the theory that any guard who treats the 
prisoners half way decent is smuggling in 
ecntraband articles. He does not put any 
more trust in the guards than he does in the 
prisoners. Yet he selects and hires the 


Tou are} guards. if they are not the right men for the 


jobs it is his fault. He has practically dis- 
charged all of the old guards, so that his 
aids are of his own selection.

** Since the trouble began the warden has 
shut off all the mail. No newspapers, maga- 
zines, or letters get inside.”’ 

The man pulled three letters and two post- 
cards from his pocket addressed to him to 
prove his statement, and then continued: 

“The newspapers have been burned, so 
the prisoners will not get any information 
regarding how much of the truth leaks out. 
That is all right, I suppose, from their point 
of view. They Have the right to open mall. 
None of these letters has been opened. Yet 
they held them up without making any ef- 
fort.to ascertain whether there was anything 
in the letters which shouldn't be known in 
the prison. It might be suggested that they 
have not had time. The fact is they have 
more guards now than they had several 
years ago, when they had twenty per cent 
more prisoners. Besides, the soldiers are 
practically doing all the work outside of the 


shops. 
Honor System in Colorado, 

Gov. Jéhn F. Shatroth of Colorado, in a 
recent magazine article, says few if any 
prisoners are turned away from the Cafion 
City prison without a job. Warden Tynan 
is credited with attending to that particular 

uty. 

" 80 Me. Tynan is an excellent warden,” said 
the governor. “He is both good and wise. 
He is looked upon as a friend by the pris- 
oners. g 

In Colorado the honor system is in 
vogue. Prisoners are placed upon their 
honor not to run away. The result is that 
nearly 500 are working outside the wails 
and 250 are working inside. Here in Jackson 
the prison population ig about the same, with 
160 trusties who work both inside andoutside 
the walls, and 600 work exclusively within 
the walls. 

The way the Colorado convicts look upon 
thelr warden is illustrated by the governor 
in a story of an escaped honor man. After 
a time this escaped prisoner wrote a letter 
from Ohio, saying he was not concerned 
much about the crime he had committed and 
for which he had been sent to the peniten- 
tlary, but he was distressed because he broke

The battle for the choosing of the 
chief of state here devolves on the senate 
and chamber of deputies united in national 
asesmbly at Versailles and the voting is 
secret. 

Among the possible candidates for the eleo- 
tion in January are Raymond Poincare, the 
premier; Antonin -Dubost, the president of 
the senate; Paul Deschanel, the speaker of 
the chamber, and Leon Bourgeois, the min- 
later of labor. 


Poincare’s Prestige Increases, 

Bince his journey to Russia M. Poincare’s 
prestige in parliamentary circles has in- 
creased enormously. He is one of the ablest 
and least hated men in French politics to- 
day and his past is entirely free from the 
intrigues which have discredited so many 
former premiers, 

It ie felt that he is the only statesman 
who could have forced the proportional rep- 
resemtation bill through the chamber of 
deputies in the face of bitter and determined 
opposition. The famous publicist, Henri 
Rochefort, has said that if he were a betting 
man he would put his last button on Poin- 


eare’s chances. 


Bourgeois Lacks Ambition. 
Another man in the running who has a 
clean parliamentary record is Leon Bour- 
geois, a brilliant statesman of philosoph- 
ical turn of mind, whose chances were dis- 


is credited with a lack of ambition, and prob- 
ably feels that his health, which has been 
failing for some time, would not enable him 
to support the fatigues of the presidential 
office. Moreover, the radical party, whose 
protagonist he is, is a dwindling factor in 
French parliamentary life and would prob- 
ably be unable to bring about his election. 

Paul Deschanel, a gay, witty man of fash- 
ton and a popular parliamentarian, would 
undoubtedly be a great social success at the 
Elysee, but he lacks a long record of service 
to political Causes. 


Dubost Second Only to Poincare. 

Antonin Dubost has a long and laborious 
political career behind him, and. although 
wanting in the brilliancy and public prestige 
which ¢istinguish M. Poincare, is rega ded 
as a safe man by the rank and file of pariia- 
mentarians. At the present stage his 
chances seem second only te those of the 


premier. 


REVOLT THREATENEDIN EGYPT; 
AUSTRIAN RIFLES FOR SOUDAN. 


Large Consignment of Modern Arms 
Purchased by American Believed Sig- 
nifleant— Natives Pay in Ivory, 


LONDON, Sept. 7.—<A big deal in discarded 
breach loading rules has just been completed 
with Austria by an unnamed American. The 
rifies are of the Werder type and number 
306,000. The American purchased them at 
20 cents apiece and immedaitely resold them 
to a French firm at 40 cents The guns were 
then transshipped to Liege, Belgium, where 
slight alterations are to be effected. Then 
they will be sent to Jiboutil and thence to 
Abyssinia. Their ultimate destination has 
not been disclosed, but the significance of 
the deal rests in the present unrest in Egypt, 
which is burning with sedition, and also the 
growing warlike activity of tribes in remote 
parts of the Soudan, where early this year 
two expeditions had stiff work with natives 
who were armed with modern rifies and who 
showed considerable military training. 
Where these rifies were obtained has been a 
mystery on which the present purchase seems 
to throw some light. The expense of run- 
ning guns and ammunition to this distant 
region is enormous, but the natives pay witb 


huge quantities of ivory.

ment. ; 

In the first place, he ceased to be the Irish 
Nationalist of the narrow and vindictive 
type. 4 he himself put it in a letter to the 
Standard after his release from his secong 


tional Democrat, who saw in the fight for 
the liberties of his own country only one part 
of the work of the universal liberation of all 
nations and et all men. 


Became Strong Disciple. 

This preceded his meetings with Henry 
George. When Henry George came to meet 
him, Davitt was thus already prepared for 
some new gospel of human relief, and he be- 
came George's Strong disciple. 

This transformation of the opinions of 
Davitt had some effect, often inconvenient 
effect, on Irish politics. The leaders of the 
Iriah land movement believed that it wag 
quite impossibie to conduct a crusade in Ire- 
land on any other lines than those ef peasant 
proprietry, and would not hear of Davitt’s 
propaganda fer nationalization or other form 
of land reform. 

There were some fierce passages at arms 
between Davitt and some of the parlamen- 
tariana, which developed in some cases into 
those personal animosities when men are 
engaged im the fierce work of making revo- 
lutions.

These persona! animosities disappeared, 
but Davitt never was converted to peasant 
proprietry. N is one of the secret facts of 
recent Irish history, which few people know, 
that when the Land league in 1879-90 issued 
ite rat manifesto in favor of peasant pro- 
prietry, Davitt refused to append his name, 

George found some ardent friends among 
the Irishmen in Great Britain. Oné of the 
first was Edward McHugh, then associated 
with the dockers of Liverpool and one of the 
leaders in the great strike that took place 
many years ago. 

I may now reveal the secret that it was he 
who was.largely responaibie for that uprising: 
among the crofters of Scotland which has 
wrung from parliament so many crofter 
acts within the last twenty-five years. 

Few that it was the quiet, soft 
spoken, almost fugitive figure of the Irish 
agitator which set the fuse to the magazine 


McGhee, McHugh’s Great Aid. 

Richard McGhee was a companion and 

fellow official of Edward McHugh in the 
days of the dock strike.

They are both Scotch 
by birth, but the one is a Catholic and the 
other a Presbyterian, and, in spite of their 
fervid agreement, this difference of origin 
reveals itself in their temperaments. 
The kindest hearted of men, filled with the 
enthusiasm of 2 he is the flercest 
of controversialists. e McHugh, all hig 
passions go out into politics; he has never 
taken a drink throughout his whole life. 
But unlike McHugh he is an inveterate 
smoker. 

I heve been his traveling companion more 
than once in the devastating labors of an 
American tour and a better traveling com- 
panion I never knew nor could know Travel 
by night We the same to him as travel by 
day; a journey of a thousand miles no more 
fearsome than a journey of a hundred. 

He could rise at any hour of the mornings 
he could stop up till any hour of the morn- 
ing, smoking, it is true, innumerable cigars 
but leaving the drinking to others—the drink- 
ing, Sut not the talking. 


Not to Be Frightened. 
MoGhee, though, is not a man to be fright- 
ened or even worried because a few panes of 
glase are sacrificed to the rowdyism of those 
blind tools of the landlords, the eweaters * 
and office seekers, who are lending them- 
selves to the campeign against the emanci- 
pation of Ireland, and especially of the Irish 
workers. 

At by-elections McGhee has done splendid 
work. When this sturdy ultra-Protestant 
Ulsterman comes to deal with the ridiculous 
fears of religious persecution, which have 
done such hard work for the Orangemen in 
British elections, everybody ie made to un 
derstand how grotesque the whole ory ia 
how grotesque and how insincere. 

The man addressing them, with his flerce 
words, his fearless aggressiveness, his strong 
Scotch eccent, is not the man to lend himself 
to an arrogant and persecuting clericaiism 
from any church or from any creed.

ready far away date, bad hung in a belfry 
at Portsmouth. 


Russians Reverence Bells. 

The new “ entente cordiale between Rus- 
sia and England doubtless prompted the 
amiable deed which has caused so deep a de- 
light not only at Archangel but throughout 
Russia, for in the land of Muscovy there 
reigns an extraordinary reverence, mixed 
with great superstitious awe, for bells. In- 
deed, during the many years of its absence 
in a faraway and Protestant country this 
particular one has been mourned and pas- 
sionately prayed for day and night by the 
monks of Solovetzk. Nor did they pray in 
vain, as is now proved; while on the other 
hand King George could scarcely have com- 
mitted a more diplomatic act that to return it 
to its rightful owners. : 

Monastery Had Many Mishaps. 

The history of the holy monastery or 
*monasss of Solovetzk goes back to the 
twelfth century and tells of many mishaps 
apd catastrophes, including sieges, invasions, 
and several desructions by fire. This succes- 
sion of baleful accidents might have discour- 
aged most; not so, however, the plucky 
monks, who, filing before these tempests of 
one kind and another, finally fetched up at a 
place then called Niachery, where they at 
last cast anchor permanently, insuring them- 
selves against further dangers from the out- 
side at least by building with their own hands 
a high and thick wal) of huge granite boul- 
ders, furnished, herd and there with ponder- 
cus towers and commodious embrasures of 
en extremely defensive nature. Therein en- 
storiced—tt is best to confess at once—they 
sustained more sieges yet, for not only did 
they more than once stubbornly refuse to 
Parley with any envoys of the czar, whois 
the head of the Muscovite church, but on

Ivan Loved Solovetsk. 

Notwithstanding the gory beginnings of 
this fortress-monastery, I is today, as it has 
teen for a goodly number of centuries, per- 
hapes the holiest of holy places in all the 
Russies, which when all is said and done is 
no small thing to be. In the Riznitza’’ 
(Sacristy) of its principal Fane are accu- 
mulated some of the costliest objects to be 
found in any church of any creed whotso- 
ever. 

Ivan the Terrible, among several other 
rreat men of czardom, had a special foible for 
Solovetzk in spite of its past insubordination, 
nd presented the then Archjmandrite with 
“estments of such extreme magnificence as to 
Hake every other high priest livid with envy. 
(me Cope, for instance, is entirely covered 
vith pearls of great size and remarkable 
“orient,” and is bordered by a quadruple 
raw of emeralds and rubies. If one were te 
ittempt to describe but a tiny part of the 
tnarvels contained there a whole lifetime 
~rould not suffice for the task, which could 
not but be in the end a mere catalogue of 
Cazziing splendors without sustaining head 
or following tall, It is preferable. therefore. 
to speak instead of the un‘que and ultra- 
poetical position of the amazing monstery, 
which whether viewed from the sea in sum- 
mer or the land in winter, gives one the in- 
effaceable impression of having been granted 
the sight of an Enchanted Castle. sentried 
by shadowy pines and backed by tints wholly 
unearthly.

-Innumerable inquiries at the offices of the 
management of the land show of last year led 
to an investigation by Parker, who was head 
of that company’ Lec’sarrest followed. His 
ponds were placed at $1,000, which he was 
unable to secure. He is held at the South 
Clark street police station. 


Resolutions Are Censured, 

The Business Men's league of Montague, 
Mich., and the Whitehall (Mich.) board of 
trade have passed resolutions censuring the 
report of the committee of the county su- 
pervisors which has been given so much pub- 
licity. Both towns are in the vicinity of the 
Fruitvale lots. 

In the resolutions a political plot is charged. 
The report was made by a committee con- 
sisting of Supervisors T. J. G. Bolt and Lee 
H. Trot. According to the Montague reso- 
lutions adoption of the report was defeated 
by an overwhelming majority.

“The Fruitvale Band Development com- 
pany fulfilled its contract when it delivered 
deeds and contracts to the owners. Out- 
siders will better understand when we say 
mischievous local politics were at the bottom 
of the attacks on Fruitvale.” 

Mr. Parker asserted the attack on Fruit- 
vale was a blackmailing scheme. 

“We don't know yet just who is behind 
these attacks,“ he said, but we expect to 
get some confessions from Lee. There prob- 
ably will be arrests in Muskegon county soon. 
Lot owners have been universally satisfied 
where they have seen the land. The attacks 
on the property. are wholly unjustified.”’

Seventy-nine Institutions Report 
Conditions; New York Bank 
Surplus Low. 


Changes in the condition of the state banks 
ot Chicago in the last quarter are less notice- 
able than those with the national institu- 
tions. Such changes as there are follow the 
tendency displayed by the others—loans and 
deposits contracting and cash resources 
larger, in preparation for the crop moving 
end other business expansion demanés. 

The 62 state banks hold deposits. as of the 
épening of business Sept. 5 of $517,5665,175, 
$3,622,000, or .68 per cent, below the total cf 
June 16. Loans are down .52 per cent and 
cash is up 71 per cent.

HAT Canada’s wheat yield this year will to this country, my nearest neighbor was

The banner year of 1910 will be more than 
doubled, and the 1911 mark beaten by more 
than 75,000,000 bushels.

A bumper crop means a big immigration 
the next season, and Canada’s agricultural 
resources have brought to the dominion in 
the last twelve years the greatest migration 
of moderr times. From Scandinavia they 
have come, from sturdy Germany and crowé- 
ed England, and, most significant of all, in 
hordes from the United States. 

Not long ago the Mississippi valley was 
the mecca of every land hungry, freedom- 
seeking child of the old world. 

Today the young men of the central west 

look out across the farms of Illinois and 
Indiana, worth anywhere from $100 to $250 
anacre. Naturally they cast about for a bet- 
ter chance. And to 183,710 ambitious Amer 
fceans last year that better chance lay in 
Canada. 
Land in almost any part of the Canadian 
northwest will produce from eighteen to 
forty-five bushels of wheat to the acre It 
produces forty bushels of oats, many farmers 
getting eighty to 100 bushels. These figures 
may seem too large as a basis for conserva- 
tive calculations. The average yields in 
grain of the farm lands of the entire province 
of Saskatchewan for 1911 were: Fall wheat, 
22.00; spring wheat, 20.75; oats, 46.12; barley, 
81.61; flax, 11.25. These averages were ma- 
terlally reduced by the crop returns of poor, 
untrained, or shiftless farmers. 


Pay for Themselves in First Crop. 
Many of the ‘farms in the Canadian west 
have paid for themselves out of the first crop, 
and three years is considered a long time for 


ae settler to get his land clear. 


For example, 160 acres may be purchased 


at $15 an acre—a total cost of $2,400. Figure 


expenses at $10 an acre—plows, reapérs, farm 
machinery, seed grain, cultivating the land, 
harvesting the crop. Suppose wheat is piant- 
ed for three successive years and yields 
twenty bushels an acre. Wheat sold on the 
farm for 84 cents a bushel last year, but 
figuring the price as 75 cents the return would 
be $15 an acre. Subtracting from this $10 
for expenses, leaves a profit of §5 an acre. 
For 160 acres Pee e ee he Sa OF 
the farm. 
Nor are the profits 3 to wheat alone. 

More and more the far sighted farmers of 
the Canadian west are going in for mixed 


farming. In 1911 the fodder crops, including 
fodder corn, hay, clover, and alfalfa, were 


valued at $161,314,000, and the hoed and 
tultivated crops (excepting sugar beets) 


amounted to $73,290,000. 


Cattle raising has gone more and more 


into the hands of the farmer. The big ranges 
have been cut up into farms and the ranch- 


men who shipped thousands of head every 
year have gradually been restricted to 
smaller territory, until they have been 


forced to cut down their herds materially, 
and the man who has twenty-five or fifty 
steers to turn off every season has profited 


thereby.

Shipe to Government Creamery. 
“He ships to the government creamery, 
which gives him credit for his butter equiva- 
lent at the end of every month, and a cash 
advance of 10 cents a pound. At the end of 
thirty or sixty days a check for the balance 
is sent him by the department of agriculture. 
The government charges 4 cents a pound for 
the cost of manufacture, and 1 cent to create 
a fund to buy buildings and machinery, of 

which the farmer becomes part owner.” 
This year President Tregillis of the United 
Farmers of Alberta estimates that the prov- 
ince’s crop will run over 70,000,000 bushele of 
grain. The total acreage under cultivation 
ig approximately 2,500,000 acres, or about one 


acre in every mile of the province—e mere 


scratch on the surface. Only about 8 per 
cent ot the total arable land of the three 
prairie provinces is yet under cultivation. 

In Canada the railway has gone ahead of 
settlement, driving straight and true across 
unpeopled plains. When those tireless dri- 
vers, Mackenzie and Mann, pushed the Cana- 
dian Northern through, northwest from Win- 
nipeg, up towards Edmonton, the people fol- 
lowed. It was common to see the announce- 
men of 8,000 or 4,000 new homesteads thrown 
open, and the stéady stream of settlers’ 
wagons going into the new country. 

Once there, ninety or a hundred miles 
ahead of the rails, they sowed their crop in 
the faith that by the time the wheat was 
ripe, the cars would be there to haulit. Now 
the line, pressing on towards its Pacific 
terminal, Port Mann, is sending long fingers 
up into the Peace River country and opening 


up the great valleys that have lain sleeping 


so long. 

While the roads were busy creating traffic 
and drawing settlers along their new lines, 
traffic did some growing for itself. In fact, 
this system of creating traffic for the roads 
has worked almost too well—traffic has 


grown so swiftly that they can hardly han- 
die it. Last year the farmers cried to high 


heaven for cars and yet more cars to haul 
their wheat to market; and thie year the 
roads are all preparing to handle the biggest 


crop with which they have ever dealt. 


Giant locomotives are waiting’ in the Cana- 


dian Northern yards west of Winnipeg to 
haul the loads! long strings of box cars are 
being distributed along the lines awaiting the 
grain; 
Fort William, Montreal, and other points

The soil survey of Case county was made 
by the federal government in 1906. You can 
obtain a copy of this from the bureau of soils, 
Washington, D. C. This report makes the 
following statement concerning the soils of 
Cass county: 

“ The oldest settled sections of Cass county 
have been under cultivation for about eighty 
years. The early settlers recognized three 
distinct kinds of soll. The dlack prairie soil 
was considered the most productive and after 
a long period of cultivation it ts still a ri 
soil and yields good crops. The heavy timber 
land was considered a good soll, though am- 
cult to clear. The “openings were con- 
sidered poor and much prejudice existed ia 
the minds of the settlers against this kind 
of soll, but it has.since been demonstrated 
that this equal to land that was considered 
of better quality. 

„The adaptation of soils to crops has been 
given considerable study by the farmers of 
Case county. It is recognized that the prairie 
solls are better adapted to grass and grein 
crops than to corn, yet it is necessary to 
grow all of these crope on the same «oll, 


since most of the farms on the prairies have 


but one soil type. Likewise the heayily tim- 
bered soil is considered the best ‘corn soil. 
The light sandy solle are known to be well 
fitted to truck farming. small fruits, and 
berries, yet these ingustries cannot well be 
developed on account of the scarcity of labor. 
The reclaimed swamp lands are admirably 
adapted to the growth of mint and this 
dustry is confided almost entirely to 


soil. 
“Phe Marshall loam {s rich, black sof! of 


‘the prairies and is considered the best in the 


country. This type ts devoted to genera! 
farthing and stock raising, and is well adapt- 
ed to grasp and grain crops. The average 
value of farms on this type is $85 an acre. 

“The Miam! loam is the most extensive 
soll type in the area and is well adapted to 
general farming and stock raising. The soll 
consists of a brown loam which works read 
ily into a mellow seed bed. The Miami loam 
is better adapted to corn than the other 
rolls of the area. An average price for farms 
on this type is $50 an acre. 

“The Miami sandy loam is an extensive 
type, and, while not equai to the Miam! loam 
in crop value, it is considered a good general 
farming soil. Thirty-five dollars an acre is 
the average price for farms of this type. 

The Miami sand is well adapted to truck 
farming, small fruits, and berries, but on 
account of an Insufficient labor supply this 
indust:y has not been developed. General 
farming is practiced on this type and yields 
are comparatively low. Farms on this soil 
sell for $25 an acre on the average.”

on April 22, 1012, and there are now ap- 
proximately 240 farms ready for settlers. 
These vary from 40 to 160 acres in size and 
lie at a distance of from three to six miles 
from town and railroad. There is a farming 
population of about 1,600 people, besides 
those living in the three emall towns on the 
project—Powell, Ralston, and Garland. Pow- 
ell is the largest of these and is situated 


there on an irrigated farm. M. E. H. 

Mr. C. F. Carpenter of the federal reclama - 
tion service has this to say of the irrigated 
land in Salt River valley: 

“ The United States government has nearly 
finished a large irrigation project in this 
valley, including 240,000 acres of land, all of 
which is now in private ownership. The 
homestead lands were filed om several years 
ago and those who locate there now must 
pay from $100 to $200 per acre for raw land 
under the government irrigation works. Im- 
proved land is worth from $150 to $500, de- 
pending upon the character of the soil, loca- 
tion of the alnd, and nature and extent of 
the improvements. 

“The cost of the water right has not yet 
been formally nounced by the secretary 
of the interior because there is still some 
work to be done on the irrigation system. 
The reclamation service, however, is furnish- 
ing water to over 150,000 acres of land under 
temporary rental contracts at a price of 
$1.60 per acre per year. The cost of the water 
right will probably be about $50 or $55 per 
acre, payable in ten annual installments with- 

out interest, but in the meantime water for 
irrigation may be obtained at the rental 
price mentioned. 

“Until recently the lands of the project 
have been irrigated under private cana! sys- 
tems, but the government has acquired most 
of these private ditches and has constructed 
additional works to store water and properly 
irrigate the land. 

The soil is very productive. Over 50 per 
cent of the cultivated land is planted to al- 
falfa, and returns from six to seven cuttings 
annually, varying from one to two tons a cut- 
ing per acre. Considerable success has also 
been had in raising citrus fruits, olives, dates 
and melons. Dairying is profitable and there 
are ten creameries within the boundaries 
of the valley. There is also a large beet 
sugar factory at Glendale, a few miles from 
Pheenix.”

Let the cucumbers stand over night 
in salt and water, and then put them in the 
cold vinegar and bring this toa boil. After 
the boiling begins, cook three minutes more. 
If the vinegar is too strong, add a quart of 
water to it. An increase in the quantity of 
eugar will of coufse make pickles sweeter. 
I put mine in pint jars and label attractively 
as etrictiy home made, with my name and ad- 
dress upon same.

On models 
where the brim edge is turned is noted a 
trimming of ostrich feather fringe, and where 
the brim has been slashed at one side the 
overlapping opening has been used as a re- 
ceptacie for the stem of an ostrich feather 
or a bunch of aigrettes. Sometimes tiny 
slanting wings are placed in the edges of the 
double brims. This feature bids fair to be 
much emphasized in millinery. 

Another point of great importance is that 
in many of the new small hats the brim is 
extended to form a part of the trimming.

Apple Jelly. 

Any well flavored tart apple may be used 
for this. Wash and cut them to pigces 
without coring or paring. The seeds im- 
part a peculiarly pleasant flavor, and the 
best part of the fruit lies close to the skin. 

Put the fruit without water into a stone 
crock; set in a kettie of hot (not boiling) 
water and let it cook all night, or seven or 
eight hours. Leave it in the crock, closely 
covered, until the contents are perfectly 
cold. Next day strain through a doubie 
cheesecioth bag; measure and allow «a pint 


of the juice for each pound of sugar. Set 


the kettle containing the juice over the fire 
and bring to a boil. Meanwhiie, weigh 
your sugar and divide into several por- 
tions, putting each into a shallow pan or 
dish that will go easily into the oven. Set 


these vessels in the open ovens and heat 


gradually, stirring now and then to pre- 
‘vent burning. Should the suger heat too 
slowly, close each oven for ten minutes or 
90. It shouuld be so hot that you can hardly 
hand in it. Watch the juice in 

the kettle and take off the scum as it rises. 
Note the exact minute at which it begins 
to boll all over the surface, and in just 
twenty minutes more take it from the range 
and “dump” in the hot sugar, which 
should hiss as it strikes the surface. Stir 
until the sugar melts; cook for barely

If you are inclined to be rather flat busted 
it is a good plan to finish the top of your 
corset cover with a rather full ruffle of 
either embroidery or plain material. 

About twelve or fourteen inches of em- 
broidery will be required for each side of 
the front, and to give the best effect it 
should be slightly shaped—that is, make 
it about four or fivesinches wide at the 
center front and sloping off to an inch 
and a half where it joins the armhole. 

A ruffie of thie sort would also help a 
woman with narrow shoulders, extending 
it a little, letting the narrow end of the 
ruffie come up to the seam at the top of 
the shoulder. It would be better to run the 
ruffie over the armhole and come on the 
outside of the strap over the shoulder. 

When cutting a chemise there is very 
little else to do but extend the under arm 
seam straight down the desired length: 
and of course when cutting, placing the 
center front and back on the fold of the 
material as in the French corset covers and 
allowing from three to three and a half 
inches for fulmess tf front and an inch 
and a half in back. Then, too, night 
dresses are treated in the same way as 
the chemise, and if there is to be a yoke 
that is cut as for a corset cover. 

When putting a yoke on either a corset 
cover or night dress the bottom of the 
former should be turned under, perhaps a 
half inch, and then either blind stitched 
or hemmed to the body of the garment 
After trimming the edge of the latter fold 
the turning of the yoke over it and hem it 
for a finish. 

If the yoke it to be of lace it may be bast- 
ed to the body and then; rolling the edge: 
of the latter, whip the two together. Fill- 
ing is always pretty on underwear and 
makes perhaps the best finish when join- 
ing a yoke to a garment; but when putting 
filling in the stitching must come just to

murder of Arthur Seldon-Treat, his former 


friend and associate in the civil service. 

The case, which is attracting intense interest 
in ‘oh official and social circles. in India, 
especially among the army set, involves the 
name of a woman. In s ite of the protesta- 
tions of innocence and the seeming intense 
sorrow of Heaslop, the prosecutor declares his 
intent to press the charge of willful and de- 
liverate murder and to insist upon the death 
penalty. 

There is small doubt but that under the 
British law a charge of involuntary maz- 
slaughter could be sustained, but the prose 
cutor claims that the murder was premedi- 
tated and planned weeks in advance. The 
entire case, it seems, rests upon the question 
of whether or not a golfer can practice until 
skilled enough to kill . man at the distance 
of sixty paces in two shots. The chances 
are that if the case ever comes to trial many 
of the greatest golfers of England and Scot- 
land will be called upon to testify as experts. 

Seldon-Treat was a younger son of a promi- 
nent Sussex family, and at 20 was considered 
one of the most promising amateur golfers ia 
his county. He was 23 when he obtained a 
post in the Indian eivil government, with 
small pay and a large chance of promotion. 
He went out to India, first to Cawnpore. Un- 
used to Indian, life, he, according to the 
British expression, came a cropper” within 
six months of his arriyal in India.

Drink, gambling, and the climate were re- 
sponsible, and, besides, there was a woman in- 
volvei.

He seemed much distressed at the dishopor of 
his chum, and the more go gt his chums 
treatment of the girl, for, as it later devel- 
oped, Heaslop himself was in love with ber, 
although he had only*a speaking acquaintance 
and was not welcomed into her social eet. 

After Seldon-Treat left Cawnpore it devel- 
oped that there was @ small shortege of funds. 
He bad not been suspected of using the 


money, because of the wealth of the family, 
and suspicion was directed toward Heaslop. 

Also, there was a jeweled belt buckle miss- 
ing. This belt buckle, it now develops, had 
been tossed to Seldon-Treat at tennis with a 
request that he bold it for the owner. He 
placed it in his pocket and it disappeared. 
The gir. thought little of the lost bauble until 
after Seldon-Treat had been permitted to re- 
tire she received a note from him apologizing 
and saying that the belt buckle had been 
stolen and that he suspected Heaslop was the 
thief.

The government claims it has a perfect 
case—that Heaslop followed his victim to 
Haiderabad with the intention of killing him, 
that he practiced driving to secure 
over short distances, and that the entire mum 
der was planned and executed with intent o 
prevent suspicion of foul play.

The theory of the prosecution is that Heas- 
lop pretended this friendship and ignorance vf 
Seldon-Treat’s part in his disgrace in order to 
be with him. Two or three times a week they 
played golf together, sometimes, according to 
members, for considerable stakes, and Seldoa- 
Treat always won. 

The next evidence bearing on the case is 
that of a young army officer, who states that 
one morning early in July he was at the first 
tee when Seldon-Treat and Heaslop started 
their round. Seldon-Treat drove off, topped, 
and his ball rolled perhaps seventy yards 
down the green. He declares Heaslop dropped 
his ball quickly without teeing it up, stepped 
into position, and sent the ball whizzing right 
over Seldon-Treat’s head. He immediately 
called out, apologizing and craving pardon for 
his haste, then went on and joined Seldon- 
Treat.

All this indicates prog- 
pes and I firmly believe that during the last four years the cause of 
woman suffrage has been advanced in every state in the union. 

His must be indeed dense who does not see that we are facing ons 
of the greatest political, shall I say evolutions or revolutiots, in our 
nation History? 

Gententment is the outward and visible sign of an apathetic people: 
ontent that of a restless, hopeful, and ambitious people. There is 
Bene contentment and a great deal of discontenment. Some of it is with- 
gut therit; some of it is based on merit. 

Where discontent that is built upon wrongful conditions is disposed of 
by the femedy of righting real wrongs in g rightful way the discontent 
ef those that is based on fancied wrong conditions is swept to the side 
és frivolous,. 

Every army bas its camp followers. Every great movement that 
fet spfuhg into existence to remedy a great evil carried along in its wake 
@ pretentious mob that seeks to benefit itself in some way or other. 

Progress, human progress, has been made through the centuries by 
position to established conditions. There have been heroes, martyrs, 
aod men engaged in the holy cause of human progress, and behind havc 
tune thé predatory bands that prey on mankind.

Thousands of women who have had the benefit of an ordinary public 
school education, the privilege of communion with friends and neighbors 
and access to the newspapers of the day, are fully awake to the fact 
that few men are represented in the legislature of their respective states. 
We also know that they are little more than ciphers in the great activi- 
ties of public welfare. They belong to the governed; not governing 
classes. : 

Not having been participants in the civic life of our own towns,

And now we stand at the entrance of a new room into a new Bouse 
The old house i¢ old and antiquated and the old room belongs te colonial 
days. 

We women have become a different type of women. We may have 
the spirit of Molly Pitcher, bat we no longer have her occupation. What 
was needed and required of women of 1776 is not esded nor required of 
the women of 1912. Stéam and electricity furnish the power for the 
loom. Women no longer knit their husbands’ socks nor weave the house 
hold linen. Steam and electricity have changed the status of women. 
But their energy has not abated. Women form a vast part of the 
world’s energy by their labor in the commercial and manufacturing in- 
dustries of the world. They stand side by side with the male bread 
winners. 
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Not Content to Be Voiceless. 

In the prevalent discontent we find the women. They believe in up- 
resentation in legislative bodies; they are not content to be goveried 
without voice in the government. This is a cardinal principle, one of 
the ever living principles of the constitution. 

The discontent of women bas a solid basis. As bread winners they 
are toilers in shops and facto-ies: Laws are made to regulate shops 
and factories. Is there any reason why women paying thefr tithes t 
support the government should not be represented in making the laws 
that affect them. Who knows better thaw women what the factory’ 
regulutions should be in their relationship to the peculiar conditions 
which affect the health and happiness of factory employed women. Ox 
take the opposite class—wealthy women. Why should rich women sit 
silent and note the money taken from them in taxation wasted in the 
administration of 4 foolish municipal government. 

I said we are facing evolution or revolution! Human conditions seed, 
nay they imperativély demand, reorganization of social aud economie 
conditions. This will, in all probability, be brought about im a dun 
cool, and proper way; if so we will have evolution. If the p . 
classes offend by their stubborn resistence it will take but little to u,?ä 
the scene to a lurid setting and then we will have revolution in ig most 
dreaded form, 

The people have the world over fought monopolies. The staples of 
life, bread, beef, oil, corn, potatoes, fuel, are not objects of manipulé- 
tion. They can be effected by the reasonable laws of supply and de- 
mand, but they cannot long be made the playthings of speculatora. Now 
the idea has become prevalent that combinations of capital have made 
of the staples of life mere toys and baubles for cpeculative purposes. 

To the toiler who measures the value of his or her daily vitality by 
the pitiful measure of pennies such manipulations of the staples of life 
causes profound and sullen resentment. And when to this a conscious- 
ness comes to them that the regulation of such trade is got enforced 
by government for the reason that government is made by party or- 
ganizations—organizations that are bought and sold on the auction block 
—there is apt to set in an engulfing tide of popular resentment. 

Women are alive to their rights. They see more clearly than the men, 
who have practically surrendered their citizenship, that there can be ao 
honest government when voters leave to party bosses all that siiéuld be 
dear to thé citizen. Women are the great factors in coming elections 
and their participation in the election of November next will be evident 
as to the meaning of votes for women.

Tineoln, and that she gave as one reason why 
Lincoln as a husband, her be- 
fief that he had a better chance to be Presi- 
det, This may be apocryphal, but it cer- 
tainly shows that they were being thought 
even in their callow days, for the highest 
‘ill political offices. It is undoubtedly 
true that both were running for President in 1858, 
as beri as they were running for United States 
Senator. Lincoln must have known, when he pro- 
pounded his crucial question to Douglas at Freeport, 
that Douglas, confident of his ability to win back 
the Pro-Slavery faction later on, would answer it 
with a view to capturing the Senatorship by pleas- 
ing the Free Soil Democrats. After that historic 
debate at Freeport, when friends of Lincoln — 
Joseph Medill, Long John Wentworth, David Davis 
and others — denounced him angrily to his face as a 
fool for asking Douglas the question, and explained 
it language more emphatic than polite that he had 
thrown away the Senatorship, Lincoln replied non- 
alantly: “The Judge is a dead cock in the pit, so 
far as the Presidency is concerned!” It was even so. 
Douglas had won the Senatorship and lost the Presi- 
mey that drizzling autumn day. His answer to

Questions for Would-Be Presidents 


There is much food for thought in these pertinent 
questions : 

How happened it that twenty-six men have 
reached the Presidency in preference to their eminent 
and ambitious contemporaries? 

If a boy should take it into his head to become 
President, is there any approved method, better than 
all others, that he could pursue in order to gratify

Is the Presidency to be achieved by toiling, schem- 
ing, striving, or even by accomplishing great things?

Or, is a residence in the Executive Mansion purely 
a matter of accident, chance, luck or predestination ? 

While all the Presidents have been able men — 
some very able, and a few really great — it is a 
matter of common knowledge that frequently the 
coveted prize does not go to the ablest man of the 
country or even of the party to which he belongs. 
Truth to tell, were all the statesmen in America at 
any one time gathered together — and it certainly 
would be worth a journey from far lands to look 
upon that conclave — and were there to be tossed 
in their midst a golden apple inscribed To the Ablest, 
there would be as big a row as To the Fairest pro- 
voked among the women of old. 

According to the doctrine of probabilities, the 
chances are that in the next hundred and twenty- 
four years, we shall have the same number of Chief 
Magistrates — twenty-six — or, perhaps, a few more 
than we have had in the period of equal length that 
lies behind us. I say a few more, because it is in- 
teresting to note that more of the later than of the 
earlier Presidents have died in office. Indeed, dur- 
ing the first fifty-two years of the Presidency no 
ineumbent died, and during the first seventy-six 


years none was assassinated; whereas in the past 
seventy years five Presidents have died, and in forty: 
seven years three have been murdered. All of which 
tends to enhance the value of the Vice-Presidency, 
an office regarded with such curious contempt by 
ambitious men. It is clear, therefore, that there 
are not now in existence more than fifteen or twenty 
men and boys destined to be Presidents of the United 
States. 

What road, then, leads to the White House? If 
one there is, its discovery would prevent much mis- 
directed endeavor, much disappointment, much 
heart-burning, much misery. Even the briefest ex- 
amination into the antecedents of the lucky twenty- 
six, and of some of their rivals — their mental equip- 

ment, their vocations and their habitats — 
will diselose some interesting answers to the 
foregoing questions. 


Reserved for Lawyers and Soldiers 


Imprimis, every President except one has 
been a soldier or a lawyer or both — twenty 
of them being of the legal profession. We 
flatter ourselves on being a pacific people; 
but the facts rebuke us: we are the most 
belligerent people under the sun. We dearly 
love a soldier, as others love a lord. Con- 
sider 1861, when there were not 20,000 sol- 
diers on United States soil. Four years 
later, the continent trembled under the mar- 
tial tread of 2,000,000 of the best soldiers 
the world has ever seen — some in blue uni- 
forms and some in gray. 

Carl Schurz has sagely remarked that 
“American voters dearly love the smell of 
gunpowder upon the garments of their Presi- 
dential candidates ;” and that illustrious pub- 
licist might have extended his observation to 
candidates for all public offices. Hundreds, 
if not thousands, have owed their seats in 
House or Senate, in the Cabinet or in Guber- 

natorial chairs to their military records. In 
fact, his own Ma jor-Generaley did more than 
anything else to make Carl Schurz a Senator 
of the United States and a Secretary of the 
Interior. 

A war always makes a President or two. 
The Revolutionary War made Washington 
President, though he had had considerable 
experience as a civilian officeholder, and per- 
haps rendered more service to his country 
as President of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion than as General-in-Chief of our armies, 
or as President. For, had it not been for his 

vast influence, no constitution would have been 
agreed upon, and if it had not been absolutely cer- 
tain that he would be the first President, the consti- 
tution would never have been ratified by the 
States. 

His military career during the Revolution, as a 
very young officer, materially aided James Monroe, 
also, in his efforts to reach the Presidency. In fact, 
and notwithstanding his long and conspicuous civil 
career, Monroe always believed that nature intended 
him for a great soldier; and while Secretary of State 
during the War of 1812, he assumed also the duties 
of Secretary of War, went upon the field and did 


much to bring order out of chaos. 


Aaron Burr, Thomas Hart Benton and Jefferson 
Davis are three other Americans who led long and . 
distinguished careers in civil life, and brief but bril- 
liant ones in military life. The first was a Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel; the last two, Colonels. It was by 
reason of his military service in 1812 that Colonel 
Benton wanted to be Lieutenant-General in the war 
with Mexico. That is a queer and interesting story, 
in that few realize how near Colonel Benton, of Mis- 
souri, came to being President, and fewer still realize 
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how that happy consummation might have changed 
the current of American history. 


Benton a Waterloo 


The Polk Administration, that carried on so suc- 
_ cessfully the war with Mexico, was, of course, Demo- 
cratic; and while Polk had made up his mind that 
he did not desire a second term, he naturally wanted 
to be sueceeded by a Democrat. Knowing the pen- 
chant of the American people for soldiers, and 
realizing that the two most popular Generals with 
our army in Mexico— Scott and ‘Taylor — were 
Whigs, and also realizing that it would be ridiculous 
to promote any General then in the field, holding a 
unior commission, over those popular heroes, and 

eving it n to have a Democratic idol come 
out of the war a logical eandidate for President, 
Polk determined to have a Lieutenant-Generalcy 
created, the intention being that Benton should be 
the Lieutenant-General and afterward the Demo- 
cratic nominee for President. A bill for that pur- 
pose was rushed through the House, but was de- 
feated in the Senate, as Benton claimed, through the 
machinations of William L. Marey, James Buchanan 
and Robert J. Walker, all members of the Cabinet 
all of whom wanted to be President and none of 
whom had any military record. Had this program 
gone through, Benton would have been nominated 
and elected President in 1848, and, it is as certain 
as anything in politics can be that he would have 
been re-elected in 1852. A stronger Union man than 
Benton never lived. Had he, instead of Pierce, been 
elected President in 1852, it would have averted the 
trouble in Kansas that precipitated the Civil War. 
That awful catastrophe would have been postponed 
for years, perhaps for ever. All of which might 
have happened, but for the ambitions of Buchanan, 


Marcy and Walker. 


“Of all sad words of tongue or pen, 
The saddest are these: It might have been.“ 


The War of 1812 gave us Andrew Jackson and 
William Henry Harrison as Presidents. While Jack- 
son was the hero of Horse Shoe Bend and Chalmette, 
he had also been United States District Attorney, 
Judge of the Supreme Court of Tennessee and a 
member of both Houses of Congress — phases of his 
career little known and lightly valued in the public 
mind, His civil career, however, may have had 
weight in bringing about his election, by a majority 
of one, as Major-General of the Tennessee Militia, 
and probably no more important and far-reaching 
events ever hung upon one vote. The people elected 
Old Hickory President, because they knew that he 
had broken the power of the Creek Nation in one 
pitched battle and had routed the flower of the 
British Army in another. 

Jackson, no doubt, was aided materially in his 
three Presidential races by the fact that as a boy 
he had served a few days in the Revolutionary Army 
and had received a cruel scalp wound from a swo 
in the hands of a brutal British officer for manfully 
refusing to black his boots. We may wonder whether 
Jackson thought of that gash in his head as evening 
closed on his astounding victory in front of New 
Orleans! 

It is on record that, during the bitter Clay-Jackson 
campaign of 1832, the elder Francis Preston Blair 
went over to the White House and told the hero of 
New Orleans that the Clay newspapers were declar- 
ing the story of his having been slashed in the head 
by a British officer to be a fake. Whereupon, Jack- 
son made Blair run his fingers through his bristly 
white hair and into the sear, as evidence of its 
existence. 

The Fathers were not all mild-mannered or mealy- 
mouthed in polities. 


The Betrayal of Henry Clay 


General Harrison had served in both Houses of 
Congress, had been Governor of the North-West Ter- 
ritory, and Minister to one of the South American 
States, and when elected to the Presidency was serv- 
ing in the humble position of County Clerk; but his 
victories at Tippecanoe and the Thames were what 
gave him the nomination and sent him to the White 
House. 

Harrison’s nomination in 1839 made Henry Clay 
beside himself with rage. When the news reached 
the great Kentuckian in Washington, he rose from 
his chair and walking rapidly up and down the room, 
lifting his feet like a horse string-halted in both legs, 
he stamped upon the floor, exclaiming: “My friends 
are not worth the powder and shot it would take to 
kill them! If there were two Henry Clays, one of 
them would make the other President of the United 


States. It is a diabolical intrigue. I know now 
who have betrayed me. I am the most unfortunate 
man in the history of parties. Always run by my 
friends when sure to be defeated, and now betrayed 
for a nomination when I, or any one, would be sure 
of an election.” 

The War of 1812 also contributed to the 
nomination of General Lewis Cass thirty-six years 
later, his principal military achievement having been 
to break his sword on hearing that General Hull had 
surrendered. As the Whigs had nominated Zachary 
Taylor, hero of Buena Vista, the Demoerats were 
in sore need of a hero, and being short of the article 
did their best to make one of Cass. Taylor, of 
course, went to the White House; but General Cass 
would have been elected had not Martin Van Buren 
bolted and run as the Free Soil candidate because, 
he claimed, Cass had been instrumental in beating 
him out of the nomination in 1844, Van Buren’s 
performance so outraged the Missouri Democrats 
that they peremptorily changed the name of Van 
Buren County to Cass and that of Kinderhook to 
Benton, 

Speaking of Van Buren, an illustration of the 
far-reaching consequences that small things some- 
times have, even in the winning and losing of Presi- 
ee was the Quixotie attempt of President Jack- 
son to force Peggy O'Neal into exclusive Washington 
society — an attempt that disrüpted the Jackson 
Cabinet and made much politics. The Cabinet 
ladies would have none of Mistress Peggy, and Old 
Hickory would have none of their husbands. But 
sly Martin Van Buren, being a widower and h — 
a very clear idea on which side his political b 
was buttered, wisely sided with Jackson and paid 
court most assiduously to pretty * *. bit of 
diplomacy that completely won the General, and 
caused him to create the Sage of Kinderhook his 
heir apparent. Thus, it is written that when Martin 
Van Buren rang the O’Neal doorbell to make his 
first the history of the United States was 
changed for twenty years, Mistress Peggy cut nearly 
as many high jinks and caused the powers of politics 
and government nearly as much trouble as did Helen 
in Trojan days. 

James Parton says of Jackson that when the latter 
came into the Presidency, a Presidential program 
was arranged for twenty-four years, as follows: 
Andrew Jackson, eight years; in Van Buren, 
eight years; Thomas H. Benton, eight years; but 
unfortunately for that scheme, Old Tippecanoe im- 
pinged on the scene in the coonskin, hard-cider, log- 
eabin hysteria of American politics and broke the 
program exactly in the mid

Senate it was rejected, his rival for the Presidency, 
John C. Calhoun, then Vice-President, casting 
deciding vote. A few moments later, Senator Benton 
remarked to the trueulent South Carolinian: “Mr. 
Vice-President, you have broken a Minister to Eng- 
land, but made a President;” and so he had. The 
day on which Chief Justice Taney, who had been 
W by the Senate as Associate Justice, admin- 
istered the Presidential oath to Martin Van B 
who had been rejected as Minister to the Court o 
St. James, was one of the happiest in the stormy 
hfe of Jackson. 

James K. Polk is the only man to have been both 
Speaker of the House of Representatives and Presi- 
dent, though several other Speakers strove man- 
fully for the supreme honor of the Republic. Polk, 
however, did not reach the Presidency until long 
after he had ceased to be Speaker. He and Thomas 
Brackett Reed are the only Speakers who have been 
thanked by the House on a strict party vote, for 
ability and fairness in the Chair. He also is the 
only man elected to the Presidency, thus far, who 
failed to his own State. In the Convention 
that nominated Polk the vote on the first ballot stood 
as follows: Martin Van Buren, of New York, 146; 
Lewis Cass, of Michigan, 83; Richard M. Johnson, 
of Kentucky, 23; James Buchanan, of Pennsylvania, 
4; Levi Woodbury, of New Hampshire, 2; Commo- 
dore Stewart, of Pennsylvania, 1; John C. Calhoun, 
of South Carolina, 6. Two-thirds being necessary 
to nominate, the voting proceeded until the eighth 
ballot, when Polk, whose name had not previously 
been mentioned, received 44 votes, and on the ninth 
ballot he was unanimously nominated. Van Buren 
received a majority on only one ballot — the first —

Today, there are six- 
teen parent companies 
— the clubs of the Na- 
tional and the Amer- 
ican leagues. The sub- 
sidi companies are 
the elubs of the minor 
leagues. The latter are 
answerable to a body 
called the National 
Commission. The last- 
named is composed of 
three men, appointed 
by the National and the 
American, thus giving 
these leagues complete 
control of the business 
of professional base- 
ball. And what, eighty- 
one years ago, was a 
haphazard sport of 
New. England’s village 
greens is today a great money-maker. All because 
‘Byron Bancroft Johnson saw what he wanted, went 
after it, and got it! 

het If you remember, the Secretary I spoke 
of in the first part of this article called 
his product “ Honest Baseball.” Regard- 
ing this, Johnson has been ever watchful. 

Permit an incident: 

It was an afternoon in October four 
years ago. New York and Chicago were 
playing the game on which hung the 
championship of the National League. 
Never had New York been roused to such 
a pitch over baseball. The city had for- 
gotten everything but that game. Parti- 
san feeling ran high. Stories of enmity 
between the two teams filled the newspa- 
pers. Only a few days before, McGraw, 
manager of the Giants, had refused ad- 


mittance to the Polo Grounds to a Na- 


tional League umpire. There were ru- 
mors of a “conspiracy to do the Giants 
out of the pennant.” 
From the first inning, the erowd be- 
haved as no New York crowd has done 
since. Fierce applause greeted the Giants 
if they gained a trivial advantage. Sul- 
len mutterings and a few open threats 
met the Chicago team and the umpires 
on every hand. Innings passed; the ten- 
sion tightened; the nerves of the crowd 
became frayed. Violence was in the air. 
The last inning came, and with it New 
York’s last chance to win. With the 
Giants needing a lone run to earry off the 
championship, and with men on-second and first, 
Bridwell, their shortstop, drove the ball safely over 
second. The man on second seored. Pandemonium 
swept the stands. |

eame the Chicago team. Now the crowd closed about 
them, muttering and dangerous. 
Men struck at Evers, at Chance, at 
the umpires; but O’Day ealled Mer- 
kle out and the pennant was lost! 
Before the crowd, dumb and unbe- 
lieving, could break inte violence, 
O’Day had brushed aside man after 
man and walked to ‘his dressing 
room. 

That night the New York Club 
filed formal protest against O’Day’s 
decision with President Pulliam of 
the National League; they de- 
manded an award of the champion- 
ship. The city was up in arms. 
O’Day received anonymous letters, 
threatening him. So did members 
of the Chicago team. Practically 
everybody who had ever seen a game 
at the Polo Grounds took the deci- 
sion personally, as an attempt to 
defraud his city out of the pennant. 
For ten days the case hung fire. 
The officials of the National League 
remained in secret session. Strong 
influences were brought to bear 
upon them. With the New York club were mar- 
shalled some of the most powerful interests in the 
league. It was clique against clique. Intrigue and 
threats faced President Pulliam at every turn; but 
over it all fell the shadow of the Cincinnati reporter. 

“Give that game to New York,” Johnson thun- 
dered, “ and you Il ruin baseball! 

Then, Pulliam made his decision. It was against 
New York, against the powerful interests of the Na- 
tional League; “ Honest Baseball” was saved. But 
the tragedy of it was, that not long after, a nervous 
wreck, Pulliam committed suicide. ;

Bat not from Battleship 


In fact, no one can read the history 
of our country carefully without conclud- 
ing that one dire®t road to the White 
House leads straight from the battlefield. 
That it should lead from the battlefield 
and not from the battleship is one of the 
oddest facts in history. For, while we 
make popular heroes of our great naval 
commanders, we have never elected one 
of them to the Presidency; not one has 
ever been even seriously considered in 
that high and honorable connection. 

Why is this? Probably for the reason 
that the commander of a battleship or 
the Admiral of a fleet is necessarily auto- 
eratic, ruling and living in a world by 
itself, a world of which the average citi- 
zen has at best a very hazy conception. 
Life afloat, furthermore, does not afford 
opportunities for free and unlimited com- 
munication with a fellow-citizenry, as 
does life ashore. 

This opportunity of mixing with the 
rank and file, coupled with the forensic 
training, the studies, and the habits of 
thought engendered by the legal profes- 
sion, accounts largely for the fact that 
8 of our twenty-six Presidents have 
been lawyers, thereby demonstrating that 
the most certain road to the White House 
runs from the Bar. No lawyer, however, 
has ever risen high enough in his profes- 
sion to be elected to the Presidency with- 
out having had more or less experience 
in public life. Indeed, the circumstances 
seem to show that they are not elected 
because they are lawyers, but by reason 
of their public careers, made possible by 
their profession. 

President Taft incidentally is the only 
prominent member of the judiciary ever 
elevated to the Chief Magistracy of the 
Republic. 

Most of the twenty lawyer Presidents 
were never very busy with their profes- 
sion, as Sam Jones once remarked of cer- 
tain church members whom he knew; but 
while no President, with the possible ex- 
ceptions of John Adams, Franklin Pierce, 
Benjamin Harrison and Judge Taft, was, 
when elected, rated as a great lawyer, it 
is safe to say that some of them would 
have been so considered had they devoted 
their time and energies exclusively to the 
law. Jefferson, Madison, Van Buren, 
Lincoln and Garfield would most likely 
have been pre-eminent at the Bar, had 
they eschewed politics. 

We have never had what might be 
called a strictly business man for Presi- 
dent, and the reason probably is that the 
bigger the man in business, the more en- 
grossed is he in his own affairs and in 


‘the material interests of him- | 
self and of his friends, to the practical | 


exclusion of public affairs. 


A Slippery Stepping Stone 


A question that is more or less puzzling 
to many people concerns the comparative 
unimportance of the Vice-Presidency. It 
seems to have been assumed originally 
that the Vice-Presidency was a stepping 
stone to the higher office. John Adams, 
Thomas Jefferson and Martin Van Buren 
all traveled by that route; but since Van 
Buren, no Vice-President has reached the 
Presidency except through the death of 
his chief. 

Being Vice-President was of direct as- 
sistance to Jefferson in becoming Presi- 
dent; but he reached the highest place 
chiefly because he was the head, virtually 
the creator, of a great aay cern party, as 
well as the author of the Declaration of 
Independence. Without going into de- 
tails, it was the mistrust in which Jeffer- 
son held Aaron Burr that prompted the 
greatest of all our Presidents to change 
the order of succession from Vice-Presi- 
dent to Secretary of State—an order 
that was consistently followed for sev- 
eral administrations, beginni with 
Madison and Monroe, both of whom were 
Secretaries of State before reaching the 
White House, and both of whom turned 
inst inetively to the Sage of Monticello 
for suggestion and advice. The chances 
are that never again will three neighbors, 
elose personal and political friends, hold 
the Presidency for six consecutive terms. 

An extremely old gentleman of Char- 
lottsville, Virginia, told me some years 
ago that he remembered seeing as a child 
the three ex-Presidents standing together 
on a street corner, on county court day, 
monger grt Rr. prospects with the farm- 
ers of Albemarle —a sight worth a jour- 
ney across the continent to behold and 
one that in all probability will never be 
rg oa in this world. 

hat men henceforth may attain, or 
fail of attaining, the Presidency by the 
same ways and means that have hitherto 
obtained is a serious and interesting ques- 
tion of the hour. There are growing and 
clamoring indications that party candi- 
dates will never again be nominated as at 
Baltimore and Chicago; but that four 
years hence our Presidential nominees 
will be chosen directly by the people, and 
that the great party Conventions will 
simply resolve their functions into a rati- 
fication of the voice and choices of the 


people. 


NEW WRINKLES 


It is usually a difficult task satisfac- 
torily to elean delicate embroidery work. 
The following plan is excellent: For 
pieces that are too fragile to be washed 
in soap and water, make a thick paste of 
French chalk. The chalk should be quite 
hot, and be sprinkled thickly over the em- 
broidery. Then, roll the latter carefully, 
so that the chalk is inside. Leave it in a 
dark place for a week or ten days. Then, 
shake it out and the embroidery will be 
found to be quite fresh again. If the em- 
broidery is wanted in a hurry, rub the hot 
chalk through it and repeat the process 
several times. If any dirt remains, use a 
little more chalk and leave it over night 
if possible.— Miss L. M. H., Gloucester,

Also, the National 
Commission can ‘‘blacklist’’ a player for 
any reason it deems fit; that is to say, it 
can ent him from making his living 
as a professional ball player in this coun- 
try. 

Of course, a never-ending discussion as 
to the legality of this hold of employer 
on employee could bé started. Were the 
players to take it up, it would, in all 
probability, be carried to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, As yet, how- 
ever, there is no Baseball Players’ 
Union’’; and until the players organize, 
their status must remain as it is. It is 
interesting to note, however, that a bill 
was framed for the California legisla- 
tyre making the present form of baseball 
contract.in that state a misdemeanor. 

But. there ’s the elub owners’ side of 
it. They declare that the present form 
of contract is necessary as a means of 
protection. They point out how the war 
of 1900-1903, when the National and 
the American leagues paid such high 
salaries, nearly wrecked professional 
baseball, and they add, very truly, that 
the average ball-player couldn't make 
one-third his present wage in any other 
business. On the whole, the employees 
of this business have prospered well. 
Take the case of Mathewson. Eleven 
years ago, he left Bucknell College with 
a pocket book that needed replenishing, 
and a strong arm. Today, he is worth 
$150,000; and is known as the ‘‘ wealth- 
jest of ball-players.’’ Unlike the old- 
time professionals, Mathewson saved his 
money and invested. He is a shrewd, 
far-sighted business man, Here is an 
instance: 

For nearly four years Mathewson had 
been holding Reading stock, waiting for 
his price. One afternoon last May, the 
market closed at 159%. The next morn- 
ing Mathewson was in his broker’s of- 
fice. For a time the price fluctuated, 
dropping and rising; but at last 159 was 
reached again, and Mathewson closed out 
his holdings. He had made close to 
$75,000. 

And there are others: Thomas J. 
Lynch, once an umpire, now the $10,000 
salaried president of the National 
League; Lajoie, who used to be a cab- 
driver, now making his $9,000; Jennings, 
once a coal-miner, now an $18,000 mana- 
ger and a lawyer besides; Chance, a 
struggling dentist, now a $12,000 mana- 
ger and the owner of a large orange grove 
in California; Doyle, a breaker boy, 
now the $5,000 captain of the Giants; 
Jackson, a mill-hand, now the high sal- 
aried outfielder of Cleveland; and so on 
— all made by baseball. 

Quite a change from 1865, you say, 
when the Empire Club, one of the best 
known of the early teams in this country, 
expelled a player, Roder by name, for 
taking pay! At that time it was re- 
garded as a disgrace. And at the risk 
of becoming historical it must be said 
that professional baseball began in Cin- 
cinnati about 1865. Between two teams 
there — the Reds and. Buckeyes — the 
rivalry was intense. Secretly, they im- 
ported paid experts from the East, where 
the game had developed more rapidly. 
In 1869 all the Reds were under salary. 
The average wage was 6100 a month and 
the total salary list $9,300, or as much as 
the Cincinnati team of 1907 paid its non- 
playing manager! 

And as the organization and the play- 
ers changed with the development of the 
business idea, so did the grounds — the 
market place. In the late Sixties the 
first ball park in this country was opened. 
It was the Capitoline Grounds, in Brook- 
lyn, and boasted a rickety wooden grand 
stand where seats sloped down on either 
side, fronting two diamonds on which 
two games were in progress. Odd, in- 
deed, to you who have seen the massive

stadiums of concrete and — re — 
York, Pittsburgh, Chicago, a ia,

The story of the stadium is the story 
of John T. Brush, now owner of the New 
York club. Twenty years ago, Brush 
kept little clothing store in Indianapo- 
lis; but he saw an opportunity in base- 
ball, and organized a team. In course 
of time, he acquired the elub in Cin- 
cinnati. One night the fre- proof fron 
amphitheater,’’ as his park in that city 
was called, caught fire and burned like 


kindling wood. Upon inspecti the 

ruins ten hours later, Brush — 
‘*T want a park that will leave me free 

to go to bed in peace without the fear 


of being aroused at three A. M. to be told || 


that the stands are in ashes. 

So, he commissioned his contractor to 
build a plant of concrete and steel, nam- 
ing it The Palace of the Fans. Some 
years later, Brush acquired the New York 
elub; and one night last Spring, its 
wooden stadium, the Polo Grounds, was 
destroyed by fire. Again, Brush ordered 
a structure of eonerete and steel — Brush 
the ‘‘man who was followed by fire.’’ 

Today it is, estimated that the ball 
parks of the National and the American 
Leagues are worth at least $10,000,000. 
Forbes Field, the triple-deck steel sta- 
dium at Pittsburgh, cost $1,000,000, 

But the change in building is charac- 
teristic of Brush. Wizened, bent by loco- 
motor ataxia, he is regarded as the mas- 
ter politician of the club owners, Of a 
far-seeing, subtle mind, he is the one 
man in the National League who has been 
able to cope in any way with the dom- 
inance of Johnson. Those two have quar- 
relled openly; breaches between their 
leagues have seemed imminent; but al- 
ways Johnson has won. 

And while considering club owners — 
‘*magnates’’ they are called—let us 
turn for a moment to Charles Comiskey, 
the right arm of Johnson. Comiskey is 
of the type that it is easy to call Old 
Roman.’’ Big, bluff, kind, witty and free 
with his money, Comiskey is beloved of 
his associates. He likes to win a ball 
game and hates to lose one. Illustrative 
of his character, this story is told: 

One day he sat on the bench while his 
team, the Chicago ‘‘ White Sox,’’ were 
playing. In the ninth inning the score 
was a tie, and Isbell, one of his players, 
had reached third. The next batter lifted 
an easy fly just behind third, the left 
fielder coming way in and making the 
catch. Comiskey was turning to see who 
would come up next when he saw Isbell 
dash suddenly for the plate. It was a 
ridiculous play. Isbell apparently did 
not have a chance to score. Comiskey, 
thoroughly excited, jumped to his feet 
and ran out on to the field yelling: 

Look at him! He 's out forty feet, 
standing up. I’ll fine him fifty dollars! 

Then, the ball thrown from third hit 
Isbell in the back and rolled to the grand 
stand, Isbell scoring easily. Instantly, 
Comiskey ran forward and meeting his 
player, threw one arm around him affec- 
tionately and said: 

‘*That ’s the stuff, Izzy. Always take 
a chance; do the unexpected. That wins 
ball games, my boy. Great work!’’

Brush, and to the bluff Comiskey as well, 
is Mrs. Helen H. Britton. Yes, a 
woman! She's the owner of the St.
